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How it started and developed 


This collection of links, 700+ Civil Engineering Resources, (CER), focused on building 
and construction engineering (Hosted 1995-99 at: http://www.ldc.lu.se/~Ithvbibl/civ- 
www.htm) was initially created in September 18, 1995, as a service for the local 
researchers at the "Building and Construction Departments" at School of Civil Engineering, 
Lund University. 


During the following years, CER was expanded and further developed into a "handy 
megabookmark" with the intention to save time and effort and provide a easy overview of 
civil engineering topics available on the Internet. According to the access log files, many 
researchers, students, corporate users and individuals all over the world have visited and 
used the web site. The CER has received positive feedback and awards, and has been 
linked to by hundreds of web sites. 


Conference presentation and articles 
CER was presented at the "First International Conference on New Information 


Technologies for Decision Making in Civil Engineering, held in Montreal, Canada, 11-13 
October, 1998. 


The title of my paper was "CER: A Handy Tool for the Civil Engineer, pp 65-70, vol 1(2). 
The paper focuses on the various development phases and the selection criteria, with some 
words about future electronic services and new challenges. The_live presentation in the 
subsection, Decision Process, primarly focused on the contents of the web site. 


If you are interested in the conference itself, you can read my article which was published 
in the Swedish construction magazine, V-byggaren: vag- och vattenbyggaren, 6/98, pp 
27-30 (mostly in Swedish) by Swedish Society of Civil Engineers (SVR). This article also 
includes reviews of several papers by our own leading IT-experts in the School of Civil 
Engineering, Lund University.
